Every Club in the Coast League Scems to Have One 
or Tuo S pecially Good and Bad Inning Tigers Win 
Fewer Gants in the Ninth Than Any Other Team in 
the League—Figure It for Yourself, |

VERY CLUB in the Coast League has one of two innnings in which it 


is strongest. 
only to fall down badly when the eighth and ninth frames come around. 


In this league the fireworks are the brightest in the first and sixth 
innings. The first inning has decided twenty-five battles. The sixth inning 
is the critical stage of the games played in the Coast League. Twenty- 
eight contests have been won or lost in that inning, three more than ip the 
first, the second most decisive chapter. 


two hundred games have been belanced in the closing act. 

The Venice Tigers believe in getting the jump on the opposition. The 
Tigere have wou eight games in the first inning, This is more than any 
other team has taken in one inning. The early Tiger upheavals catch 
defenders before they have settled down to real ball, They are weakest 
the sixth, when eight games have been shifted over to the defeat side 
the ledger. 

The Hoganites have been known as great ninth inning finishers, but 


has yet to win a game in the fourth, and only one in the fifth, while it has 
lost seven. , 

The Seals and Beavers play steady ball with their wins and losses evenly 
Scattered throughout the nine innings. Both teams lose heavily in the last 
three innings, and are strong at the half way mark. The fifth is the critical 
period for the Seals. Eleven games were lost or tucked away by Howard's 
men in that inning. 

Wolverton has a team that is helpless in the early part of the game. 
His club has to be kicked around to a certain extent before it will rise up 
and play winning bail. The Wolves have won more games in the sixth 
inning than in the first four combined. After a strenuous bit of playing in 
the fifth and sixth the Wolves settle down and coast through to the finish 
taking whatever the opposition hands them with little resistance. 

The Oakland wins are so few that it is hard to pick any one inning when 
they are violent. The Oaks have won four games in the first and seventh 
innings which is their best offensive effort. Their defeats are evenly dis- 
tributed with four or five beatings coming in nearly every session.

INTERMEDIATE TEACHERS SAY 
SCHOOLS WILL SUFFER IF 
IT’S MADE. 


Intermediate schoo! teachers are up 


[in arms against the cut in salaries 


proposed by the Board of Education. 
Three hundred intermediate teachers 


met yesterday at the Thirtieth-street | 


school and appointed a committee to 
investigate the legal basis of the ac- 
tion, gather statistics concerning the 
credentials of the high school teach- 
ers and intermediate teachers, and get 
comparative data of the number of 
hours taught by high school and in- 
termediate teachers. 

The intermediate teachers claim 
that they must have the same train- 
ing and teach longer hours and that 
as a matter of justice they should 
have the same pay as high school 
teachers. 

The committee is composed of two 
delegates from each of the eight in- 
termediate schools represented at the 
meeting and they are to make a com- 
plete investigation of the whole mat- 
ter and decide upon the best plan of 
action. They will report to the gen- 
eral body of intermediate teachers 
next Tuesday, unless the chairman 
considers it advisable to call a special 
meeting. 

It was suggested that a publicity 
campaign be organized. Many seemed 
to feel that certain ad‘ erse conditions 
relative to the intermediate schools 
have been widely aired ar4 that the 
better side has not been made suffi- 
ciently public. 

Some of the teachers asserted that 
the parents of the children attending 
the intermediate schoo’ are as a whole 
strongly opposed to any action of this 
kind that would tend to weaken the 
schools by driving from them those 
instructors of special preparation.

RIVERSIDE, June 17.—The propo- 
sition of the election of a board of 
fifteen freeholders to frame a county 
charter was considered by the Board 
of Supervisors today, following the 
filing of a petition containing 1250 
names, asking for an ordinance call- 
ing for such election.

out statements that officers on the

both vessels failed to hear the

gard to the speed of each of the ships. 
The first officer of the Storstad, Al- 
fred Tuftenes. swore that the Em- 
press was making at least ten miles 
an hour when the Storstad hit her, 
while his vessel had a headway of 
but one mile an hour. 

Captain Anderson of the Storstad 
stated that the fact that the collier's 
nose penetrated the hull of the Em- 
presse but twelve feet proved that the 
Storstad was not speeding. Loaded 
as his vessel was, the captain said, 
she would have cut all the way 
through the Empress had she been 
making ten knots or more. 

On the other hand, Edward Jones 
and John Murphy, first officer and 
quartermaster, respectively, of the 


Empress, corroborated the story told 
by Capt. Kendall to the effect that 
the Empress was at a standstill when 
the collier ran into her. 

Butler Aspinall, acting for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, owners of 
the Empress, extracted an opinion 
from Tuftenes that, according to a 
diagram he had drawn of the re- 
spective positions of the ships when 
they saw each other just before the | 
collision he thought the Empress, 
which was traveling fast, should have 
cleared the Storstad. Aspinall tried 
to prove by this that the liner was 
standing still at the time of the col- 
lision, otherwise she would have 
passed across the Storstad’s bows, but 
the witness clung to his contention 
that the Empress was moving. 

Later Aspinall) sought to show that 
because the collier rammed herself 
straight into the liner for twelve feet 
the Storstad must have been going at 
a high rate of speed while the liner 
was stationary, because if the collier 
had been going slowly, the only other 
way this could have been accom- 
plished would have been by the Em- 
press making leeway and approaching 
the Storstad sidewise.

RETIRES GOLD NOTES. 


Letters were issued yesterday by 
the management of the Los Angeles 
Investment Company to all holders of 
past-due gold notes, stating that they 
will be taken up within thirty days.
